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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The school year ending March Ist, 1889, has been one of 
continued and increased prosperity. ‘l'wo of our three largest 
schools have had-twenty-two weeks, and the third nineteen 
weeks of instruction under teachers thoroughly competent and 
qualified for high school work. ‘The remainder have been sup- 
plied with teachers adapted to the needs of the pupils. 

Thus with an additional amount of $400 generously voted at 
the last annual meeting, we have attained to within seventeen. 
weeks of the maximum amount of schooling desirable, and 
within fourteen weeks of what would be amply sufficient for 
the highest needs of our pupils in our five principal sections. 
This latter result might be nearly accomplished by $750 to 
$800 in excess of the paltry $400 required by law. Our three 
leading schools (at the Center, Lord’s Hill, and the Falls), 
ought to have at least three terms of ten weeks each, under 
thoroughly competent teachers, as high schools of mixed grade, 
involving an outlay of not over $900 for salaries of teachers. 
The same amount of schooling could be furnished for the 
Champion and Davis sections for $360. One term only is at 
present required at South Effingham, but that section should 
have at least the amount of thirteen weeks.

When each district of our school system had the care and 
management of its buildings and property, the spirit of emula- 
tion and loeal pride farnished proper and sufficient incentives 
for the improvement of our school houses. _ It remains. to be 
seen whether under the new order of affairs we shall be as gen- 
erous and liberal one.towards another, and preserve, improve, 

and make more pleasant and attractive the property, intrusted 
to our general care. 

Upon consultation your board atrived at the conclusion that 
the repairs neccessary at the Falls and Davis school-houses 
would require an amount far in excess of that voted for re- 
pairs at the last meeting. Not less than $400 should be ex- 
pended upon the schoolhouse at Effingham Falls, and a liberal 
appropriation is needed to repair the Davis school-house. It 
was therefore deemed advisable to repair the buildings’ that 
could De put in good condition at least expense, and trust to 
further appropriations adapted to the more extensive repairs 
the other buildings require. . 

Effingham needs a boom—an educational boom! 


She has. _ 
maintained her place first and foremost among surrounding | 
towns in the rapidly recgeding past, in matters pertaining to 
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education: Her teachers and pupils have gone forth to , fill, 
high and enviable positions of honor and trust in the great out- 
side world, But with educational institutions, liberally en- 
dowed, springing up in surrounding towns, it will be no light 
matter for he,thus unaided, to retain her laurels hardly won. 

We ought to improve and beautify our school buildings, and 
in every way available arouse an increased interest in school 


‘affairs. The school houses at the Falls and in the Davis dis- 


tricts should be neglected no:longer. 

Our hopes of future prosperity and power rest upon our 
young people. Among them are many who are, or have been, 
pupils, and teachers as well, to whom we can already point 
with pride, and to whom we can look with the hope of a bright 
future and a developement of character that shall shine more 
resplendent than the stars. And what we expend for their 
education may some da¥ be returned to us in funds for the en- 


~dowment of our schools. Let us do the best for them we may, 


that they if prosperous may at some future time also remember 
the source from whence, they received intellectual strength and 


power to overcome obstacles in the pathway to. success in lire. 


Favored by some natural advantages of location and the 
prestage of the past, we have much to do if we would not fall 
in the rear in educational matters. | 

It will not be deemed out of place to refer'to loss by death 
of the services of one of our most valued and accomplished 
teachers—W. C. Eldridge—an estimable young man of much 
talent-and promise. Althongh stricken down at the very com- 
mencement of a career of usefulness he still lives, by example 
and precept, in the hearts of his scholars, |The question of ex- 


pending a portion of the school fund for the purpose of con- 


veying pupils to and from school, is submitted to obtain the 
expression of the will of the district in regard thereto. Such 
a vote is not. binding, since the law gives discretionary power 


to the board; but it will enable them to act in accordance with 


the wishes of the majority.
